2. (S/NF/SK) Sessions Source was informed that session would be a 
continuation of last operational session (CRV--05) . Session began in 86 
with a time line search for the "points where (i.e«, when) the weapon was 
used." Time line encompassed the month of March 1984. Source was 
directed to gather data relevant to each point identified in the time 
line search, particularly with regard to the "target". Source was later 
asked to describe the area connected with each of these points. Towards 
the end of the session, ops officer passed a road network sketch to 
monitor, who then asked source to place "point C" on the map. 

3. (S/NF/SK) Summary; Source identified four instances of weapon 
use during March 1984s 

Point As Target (A0L~-"F~-102/6 aircraft") experienced "flaming abrasion" 
like a hot, powerful jet of gas playing on the surface of an object, 
burning and eroding it away. 

Point Bs Target was a person or personnel in a crude structure or 
protected by a berm or bunker. Target could not easily be "got at" by 
"usual methods". Weapon use was both an operational test and an 
expedient; it is directional /selective, highly concentrated and 
"surgical". Its effects can be delivered virtually instantaneously, 
even over k i 1 omet er d i st ancea . 
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Point Os Weapon was deployed in a val 1 ey/gul 1 ey with a gravel road; 
steep ? rocky hi 1 1 s on e:i. ther si de , bushes ( AOL— 11 1 :i ke creosote bushes 1 ' ) ;
